You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in 
said Mt. Vernon on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March 
next, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects:

1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents 
for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary, for the support of schools, for the main- 
tenance of the poor, for the repairs of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial day, for lighting streets and for any articles 
embraced in this warrant. 


3. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees and other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
in relation thereto. 


4. Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate one 
hundred dollars for the town library, or act in relation 
thereto. 

5- To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
twenly-five dollars fora cataloguing system in town library. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise two hundred 
dollars for McCollom institute, or act in relation thereto. 

7. Toseeif the town will instruct the sclectmen to 
purchase a safe for the town clerk, or act in relation, 
thereto. 
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8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money not to exceed one hundred dollars to be 
used in cemetery, of act in relation thereto.

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Library Trustee’s Report. 


In submitting our report of, and recommendation 

for, the library, our only anxious thought is, that you 

~ will most carefully read it, as we have written it for the 
sole purpose of having it read and acted upon. 

Since the library was founded in 1892 it has been 
an ever increaing means of helpfulness, comfort and 
progress to its patrons, and we are glad to report that 
during the past year it has been used by its owners— 
the town’s people—more generously than ever before. 

Early in the year the library was returned to its 
former quarters in the institute building and an indefi- 
nite arrangement made with the trustees for its continu- 
ance there. Occupancy to be free of charge. 

Miss Ruth Conant was elected librarian and with 
Miss Edith Davisas assistant, the administration of this 
department received our hearty commendation. 

With money appropriated by the town and the 
ready response to a circular sent out by the trustees 
soliciting book contributions, we have been able to add 
one hundred volumes. 

A different system of recording the books loaned 
has been established and is eminently satisfactory. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


_ That everybody use it. 
That a new cataloguing system similar to that used 
in modern libraries be established. This will cost about 
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twenty-five dollars and we suggest that it be provided 
for in some other way than by the regular appropriation.

“The library” is one of three pillars upon which 
rests the whole structure of right living, enduring prog- 
ress and universal happiness The other two being the 
church and the school. If weare to secure the greatest 
benefit of these best things we must use them.
